They feel 
this loss not inerly lH*cause real racing has through 
their departure jiractieally disappeared (while !h|- 
ting nourishes triumphant I. hut more lK*eause they 
.see*' in it the rapid deeliiu* of the .\im*riean thor- 
oughbred. Only a few days ago Ceneral Wo*Mi de- 
< land that the problem of fnrnisbing eavalry re 
ipiuints is lK*eoming a serious one b(*eanse of the dis- 
aitpearanee of racing, and today .\ngnst Ibdmonl. 
chairman of the .Jockey Cluh and prohahly the Jiest- 
kiiowu raeing man in the eountry, eelioed ami con 
llrmed the stati*nient. saying: 

••General WoimFs statement to ( ongress of the 
Inrm done in tin* army in the matter of remount 
hors.s for the Fnited States cavalry, hy the crusade 
ji'Minst racing in variotis slates of the I’nion. eoining 
from Stull a high authority. iu*«*dH no eontirnmtion. 

"The turf of tins state was on a par with the 
turf of European countries in the <*haraeter and the 
size of it.s stake races. It is only through such that 
great horses can he develoiw*d and owned. Destroy 
riiese. and our horses, and more lhan this, our 
highlv etheient trainers and jockeys, will go to the 
only remaining tield.s where really important racing 
e.vi’sts. viz., abroad, even if our owners remain at 
home.” 

Another element of loss to the eountry through 
the chilling elTe(*t the emi of raiing in New York 
has had in other states is tin* loss of empliiyment 
of thousands formerly employed in breeding, train- 
ing and operating tin* tracks. 'Ihe money loss repre- 
sented bv tin* departure of stock is also tremendous. 
'Ihls would be all right, raeiiig men point out. if 
il w(*n* a regular <*xport business, but it is not a 
natural trade, and in their ojiinion jioints to the 
nltimate end of breeding on any large scale. Their 
eontention is borne out. t<M». hy Mie fact that the 
numlier of registered foals has fallen over tifty per 
<*<mt. during the present year. — New York World.

The story of IMttshurg Thil (George E. Smith) and 
his evi*iitfiil career lias heeii rehearsed over and over 
again, jet the relating of his woiideiftil luck never 
loses interest. He was employed by tlie Armsirong 
Cork Conipaii.v, located on the hanks of the Alle- 
gheny River at the foot of Twenty-third street, this 
lity. He was a frnpienter of Trice's p<M»lioom. then 
in operation on Fifth aviiim*. a few doors below the 
Gr.iml Opera House, wlien* he nnuU* only nioderare 
wagers for a long time. He si‘<*med to have excel- 
lent jinigment and nnuh Inek in picking tin* wi’iners 

almost fr«»ni the siart. He did not try to ••b«*ai’’ 
very raee. hut would wait until what he felt sure 
was a ‘‘go.sl thing.” and then jday for what he 
eonld stand. Many days lie would not make a 
wager. 

Aft(*r he had got on his feet, as the saying is 
when we get the inone.v, he made the purchase of 

King (’.idnius, the son of Kingfisher and Carita. with 

a view of entering raeing as an owner himself. 
.Smith, it is said, made a ••killing” of lK*twoeu 
(HMi and 8H>b.(MMi in one race with this horse. He 
was not very fortunate in wiiiniiig with his OWQ 
horses, hut did so on other iK‘oi)le’s. 

Smith was sh*ndi*r, stiiootli-shaven. and about thirty 
years old when he began his racing ear«*er, and looked 
mare like a young clergyman than a ratv horse backer 
and owiu*r. H*' had so much Inek and won so inneli 
money that he loiiiid Tittshnrg tiMi small a town 
for him to oi»er;it«* in lalthougli at that time Titts- 
Imrg liad some high rollers along that linei. so he 
went to New York, when* lie could be in closer touch 
with the horses theins(*Ivi*s, as well as be able to 
get larger bets down tlian he could here, and get 
hett<*r odds for his money at the same time. 

Luck followed him. and soon In* became known as 
o!i<* of tile great pinngers of the turf. Some one 
duhlK*d him “Titlshurg Thil,” and the name stuck 
to him always. For a long tiin;- he was considered 
one of the best judges of ••form” in the east. He 
gave •*ionts” a wide berth, and deiicnded niostl’* on 
ills eyesight and judgment. He would sit in tlie 
grandstand, watch the liorses warm up in the «*xer- 
cisi* just liefon* coming to the jiost, and then he lK‘t 
on what in* liked. 

In one season he is credited with having won $240.- 
(HHi. 'I'hen lie branched out, Ixaiglit horses and ran 
tliem in his own name. Theti liis Inek turned, and 
several times he was reported as mined. Imt up he 
wiiuld bob again. In the early part of the season of 
1S91 III* had a nin of ill luck, and lost, it is said. 
$T2r».(HHi, The winnings of most plungers are much 
exaggeraled, hut IMiil won ifn King (’admits all that 
is elainied. He bought Tin* colt at the Belmont sale 
in isno for $4,tHHi, and told his friends that he had 
.'ieeiin*d a bargain, and when lie would tell anything 
his iH*o|de knew he was not far wrong. 

He did not hurry the youngster, and sent the colt to 
Saratoga in charge of bis brother Will, who trained 
Thil’s horses. At the Sp. mgs he ran rwiee. lieing third 
once and nnpl iced the ether time. Wlieii he went down 
state to .Morris I’ark. King Cadinns showed siM*t*d In 
has r.'ie(*s. hut faikd to win right off. King (’adinns, 
howevi r. managed to I’atch the judge’s eye once, 
and then lie paid np for losing times. Not man.r 
days after tliat. if I remeinl>or aright, IMiil made .i 
lM*t of $.‘'>(MHM» witli a mail in the Hoffman Hoiisi*. 
New York, oii a race to he run the next da.v or a 
few days later, each taking a certain horsi*. and 
Thil won. It is said his estate was worth over 
$2.(KMi,(Mi(>. the nia.iority of which was in gilt-edged 
stoi*ks and property: Ihe hulk of this went to his 
mother, hnt his brother William, it seems, got .a 
giMMlly portion, with the stipulation he must not bet 
on the horses. — Tittsbnrgli Dispatch. 



GALOPIN’S BREEDER IS DEAD. 



The death of M’. 'Taylor Sharpe, a well-known 
English breeder and owner of thoroughbreds, tix>k 
place Deceniher Jo. 'The deceased, who was in his 
sixt.v-ninth year and had been for a long time :i 
sad invalid, aeijnired worUl-wide fame as the breo'I- 
er of Galopin. whose repiitati>»n as a fact' horse anil 
sire was eiiiiulled h.v few and excelled only, iier- 
haps. ihiriiig the last sixty years hy that of his son, 
St. Simon, and of Stoekwell. Galopin was by Ve- 
dette, out of Mr. Taylor ShariM's mare, Flying 
Duchess, and was foaled at th»* Diss Stud in 187'J. 
In after years many jieople gave credence to tales 
that Galopin’s sire was really Delight, hut some 
vears ago the deeeas.*d in a letter showed eou- 
clnslvelv that Dwight was at his Baninher Stud all 
through the s»*ason of 1871. whilst I’lylng Duchess 
was in residenee at the Diss Stud during the same 
p«*ri<Hl and was mati*d with Vedette. No doubt the 
stud records were bHisely kept at Diss, anfi it was 
that, probably, which gave rise to tin* rumors credit- 
ing various stalli.ms other than Vedette with the 
paternity of Trince Batthyany’s lS7o Derby winner. 
.\part from Galopin. the deceasi'd bred a nnml>er of 
other smart performers, inclusive of Ella 'INveed. 
with which In* won the Brix-kb shy Stakes, and of 
Gn*y Tic k, which was sold as a .yearling at one of 
the’Fohhain sal<*s. and after passing through sev- 
» ral iiands <-arried otf tin* (Vsarewiteh for Sir W. 
Bass.
